The Angus shops at Montreal are 
equipped to provide for repairs to 
the Company’s rolling stock on the 
lines east of Winnipeg, including some 
500 locomotives, and to construct new 
cars and locomotives for the ontire 
service. These shops turn out an en- 
tire new train every day.- The shops 
at Calgary are intended by the C.P.R. 
to provide for the repairs to equip- 
ment on its Western lines. That they 
will have plenty of work to do is ev- 
idenced from the fact that the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway makes it a point 
to completely overhaul its rolling 
stock at least once a year. The com- 
pany does this in order that its equip- 
ment may always be in the best pos- 
sible state of efficiency. A few years 
ago the Angus shops at Monfreal and 
the shops at Winnipeg were sufficient 
for this work but the C.P.R.’s equip- 
ment has increased so greatly within 
the last few years, that the Calgary 
shops *are a necessity.
